In these, the Senate 
adopted flexible price supports— 
varying from 82 I 2 to 90 p er cent 
of p arity—on five basic crops and 
kicked

attem p ts 
to

dairy prices

The Young 
H um phrey a m e n d ­ 
ment had been offered as a Mib- 
stitute for a section in the pending 
farm bill which would have tied 
price .supports on oats, rye, b a r ­

incom e.”

WEST RANCH, Iowa (IP _ H er­ 
bert Hoover called Tuesday for an 
end tn “ unrestrained presidential 
lotions” which he said in the past 
had lei! to a tacit alliance with 
Soviet Russia that “ spread c o m ­ 
munism over the earth.” 
Mr Hoover spoke from the cot­ 
tage in which he was born on hi# 
80th birthday 
The address of the 
nation’s only living former Repub­ 
lican President was broadcast and 
televised nationally.

Republican 
Party’s 
elder 
statesman 
said we should make 
“forever impossible” without the 
presidential power in making U. S. 
commitments abroad without 
the 
specific consent of Congress.

gates for a torrent of traitors.”

“ These unrestrained presidential 
actions have 
resulted in a shrink­ 
ing of human freedom over 
the 
whole world. 
From these actions

Eisenhower, 
but he will not always be Presi­ 
dent.”

Predicts Senate

House Overrides 
Administration 
By 351-29 Vote 


WASHINGTON ip* •— Chairman 
Frank Carlton of the Senate Post 
Office and Civil Service committee 
today predicted the Senate will act 
on a pay raise for federal workers 
at the present session. 
But the question of how much of 
a boost and what government em ­ 
ployes would get it was still to 
be worked out by the Senate GOP 
leadership and by C arbon’^ com­ 
mittee. 
The House put the matter square­ 
ly up to the Senate Monday when

approved—over the objections 
of its administration leaders—a 7 
per cent pay increase for the na­ 
tion’s 500,000 postal workers. 
The roll call vote was 351 29 It 
came after House GGP leaders 
warned that the measure faces a 
presidential veto 
Carlson (R-Kan ) said he 
will

with Senate 
lie 
publican Leader William F Know 
land (Calif.) to discuss the pa) 
raise. 
Carlson's 
committee has 
proposed a 5 per cent pay increase 
for all federal workers. 
Summerfield Objects 
Sen. Olin D. Johnston (I) SC .) 
top committee Democrat, said he 
favors a 7 per cent increase for 
all government employes. 
He also 
thought it likely that the Senate 
will approve some pay boost. 
Postmaster General Arthur Sum­ 
merfield promptly objected to the 
House postal pay bill 
He said it 
provides no revenue to pay the 
higher salaries and “ gravely dis­ 
crim inates" against some 140,000 
temporary postal employes. 
Summerfield also charged that 
the measure makes no attempt to 
correct "long standing inequities" 
in the Post Office 
Department 
which 
congressional 
comhiittees 
have condemned. He said the bill 
“ continues to ignore the necessity 
of halting the climb of the postal 
deficit.” 
The measure would give regular 
postal workers a temporary 7 per 
cent annual pay increase. The min­ 
imum boost would be $240 and the 
maximum would be $480.
